Berman said Sunday night that be 
will insist on a definite action on his 
double-barreled resolution, which will 
go to the council today.

“There is some talk of referring 
my resolution to the charter revision 
committee, simply because it requests 
the Georgia legislature to allow the 
city, through charter amendments, to 
operate a dispensary,” Berman said. 

People’s Vote Cited. 

“That is nothing short of an at- 
tempt to sidestep the issue. The peo- 
ple voted more than three to one for 
repeal and they have not changed 
their attitude on the matter within 
the past 60 days. 

In fact, that portion of the reso- 
lution has already gone to the su- 
preme committee—the people of At- 
lanta. The second part of my resolu- 
tion is what Mr. Key feels the coun- 
cil should do to empower him to open 
the store at once. I believe council 
should grant him that right, and I 
shall demand a record vote on the 
issue. There is nothing wrong in, that. 
Council should be willing to say ‘go 
ahead’ or to say ‘we do not agree 
with you and will not be a party to 
the dispensary idea.’ That is all my 
resolution provides. There are no 
tricks and no equivocations in it.” 

Knight Assails Plan. 

Dr. Knight scored the Key plan 
and struck at Key in his statement 
regarding the liquor store. Admitting 
that the people voted for repeal, 
Knight asserted they contemplated 
orderly and legal repeal and not open 
defiance of the law. 

He hit the Key plan to confiscate 
bootleg liquor and resell it after it 
has passed the test, contending that 
the action would be competing with 
bootleggers, seizing their illegal prop- 
erty illegally and that if Key carried 
out his threat to protect the liquor 
store by police officers, he would be 
protecting it with an “armed force 
like gangsters do.” 

He expressed the hope that council 
would not accord Key the support the 
mayor asked. 

“I have no personal grievance with 
the mayor,” Knight said. “He and 
I. are personally mutual friends. 
Neither do I have any political ax 
to grind. But as one interested in 
the civic and religious life of our city, 
I cannot and I will not withhold my 
protest at this latest and most ag- 
gravated proposal of the mayor 
against law and order. 

“The mayor is no dictator to defy 
law, but a servant, honored by the 
people, to uphold the law. Atlanta 
is no seceding community of law de- 
fiers. Atlanta is still a part of the 
great commonwealth of Georgia. 
“Let us look at the mayor's pro- 
posal with intelligent discernment. He 
proposes to pat the city of Atlanta in 
the liquor selling business. He declares 
himself ready, even to go to jail, 
rather than pay a fine. All such 
pretensions of the martyr spirit on 
the mayor’s part are the cheapest sort 
of political chatter. wholly unworthy 
of the high office he holds.” 

J. A. Harris Scores Move. 

J. A. Harris, of 1487 Highland ave- 
nue, N. E., brother of Mrs, Mary 
Harris Armor, nationally-known dry 
leader, and who is a former manager 
of the Georgia Industrial Home at 
Macon, Sunday flayed the Key plan 
and attacked the mayor in a lengthy 
statement, 

He suggested that if the mayor is 
able to “fool himself and the people 
of Atlanta by opening the liquor 
Store,” .he ‘might be able to reap a 
lucrative harvest by opening gambling 
dens and brothels and diverting pro- 
ceeds to the city treasury. 
Key was attacked in the Harris 
statement as being no better than the 
bootlegger. “If he gets away with this, 
what next?” Harris asked. , 

The budget commission report. 
which will go to council this . after- 
noon, carries a difference of about

No Money Asked. 

He is asking no, money from coun- 
cil because large dealers have offered 
to stock the store without any pay- 
ment. 
If additional revenues are not made 
available to the city by February 1, 
the aggregate 32 per cent salary cut 
will be imposed for the year. under 
the recommendation of the budget com- 
mission. The present budget commis- 
sion recommendation is that a 10 per 
cent salary slash be made effective 
until February 1. 1935.

In her talk at the Erlanger theater 
Sunday as the guest of the Atlanta 
Quota Club, Ruth Bryan Owen, 
United States minister to Denmark, 
proved herself an eloquent and a wit- 
ty speaker as well as a most diplo- 
matic diplomatist. 

Doubtless many of the women 
among the several hundred who heard 
Minister Owen speak hoped she would 
describe the costume she wears at so- 
cial or official functions. This subject 
she did not touch on, nor did she 
mention the plebiscite. which returned 
North Schleswig to Denmark after 
the war or intimate what feelings ex- 
isted between two groups so long sep- 
arated. 

Minister Owen was introduced to 
the audience by Mayor James L, Key, 
who in turn had been presénted by 
Pauline Branyon, general chairman 
of the Quota Club’s lecture commit- 
tee. Dr. Amey Chappell, president of 
this organization of women, presided. 

Key Lauds Women’s Work. 

Mayor Key thought that men as 
well as women should be happy to 
have their country represented by a 
woman of the charm and ability of 
Minister Owen. It was time that 
women should take a larger part in 
local, state and national affairs, said 
the mayor. And he expressed the 
belief that men, realizing what a 
mess they had made of things in the 
past two decades, were more than 
willing to have the aid of women in 
cleaning up. 

“Tf women had been in charge of 
affairs during the past 20 years,” 
asserted Mayor Key, “I am sure 
there would have been no war. Cer- 
tainly America would not have taken 
part. and much of the misery which 
has beset us would have been greatly 
modified or eliminated.” The mayor 
paid a tribute to William Jennings 
Bryan, father of Minister Owen, and 
said he was not only a statesman but 
a prophet. 

Minister Owen began her talk with 
a reference to woman's expanding 
sphere, and the increasing recognition 
which women the world over were re- 
ceiving in politics as well as busi- 
ness. 

“There seems to be a feeling that 
the diplomatic corps of the nation is 
largely ornamental—something like a 
carnation to be worn by Uncle Sam,” 
said Minister Owen. And many per- 
sons must believe that time hangs 
heavy on the hands of the country’s 
foreign representatives. For instance, 
I have received scores of letters from

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Rp TIDE RECEDES IN CHINA 


Reports that troops of the Nan- 
king government, under the com- 
mand of General Chiang Kai-shek, 
are driving the hordes of reds from 
the central area they have con- 
trolled for many years, and that as 
a result the lives of many mission- 
aries have been imperiled, empha- 
size the changing conditions going 
on in China. 

For the first time in many years 
China has a sagacious and cautious 
leader in the person of former 
President Chiang. He is the only 
leader developed by the so-called 
democratic government that over- 
threw the empire nearly a quarter 
of a century ago to have the courage 
to live up to the adage that “he 
who fights and runs away will live 
to fight another day.” 

The vital importance placed on 
“face’’ by the Chinese people has 
heretofore barred their leaders from 
adopting this wise course. Under 
the peculiar oriental psychology it 
involves no material loss of prestige 
to fight and be defeated, but to 
engage in even a strategic retreat 


1934. 


brings a thumbs-down attitude on 


the part of the masses. The re- 
sult has been that China, despite 
its huge man-powér, has been able 
to get nowhere either in defense or 
offense because of its lack of prop- 
erly trained and armed soldiers. 

Chiang Kai-shek refused to throw 
his comparatively few regiments of 
efficient fighting men into Jehol 
two years ago in a futile effort to 
stop the advancing Japanese and 
Manchukuoan armies. He was wise 
enough to realize that the loss of 
the province was inevitable and that 
the only result of stubborn resist- 
ance would be the sacrifice of men 
and munitions vitally needed to put 
an end to internal strife. 

Now these well-equipped armies 
are spreading the influence of the 
Nanking government over a huge 
interior area where it has been able 
to exert but little control, and which 
has for years beén under a com- 
munist form of government. 

The danger to which the mission- 
aries have been subjected as the re- 
sult of the migration of thousands 
of reds from central to southwest 
China will intensify the belief held 
by many Americans who have lived 
in China for years that the efforts 
of the devoted men and women who 
have carried the message of Chris- 
tianity, education and health to a 
helpless people are no longer the 
best way in which América can, aid 


the Chinese to lift themselves out | 


of their unfortunate. condition. 

These efforts no longer represent 
practically the only avenue through 
which relief could come to Chins. 
as was the case in past years. 
there are thousands of young -Chi- 
nese, educated in this country and 
in Europe, who are at the helm of 
the national government, and most 
of the provincial governments. who 
have taken over the task of im- 
proving the condition of the masses. 
They deserve and should have the 
assistance of those willing to aid the 
hapless Chinese masses. 

Since the Chinese now have their 
own capable leaders it is argued 
that the earnest and courageous 
American men and women should

The service rendered by the com- 
pany consists of daily flights be- 
tween Honolulu and the various 
islands of the Hawaiian group.

TO PROBE TEACHER TRAINING 

Under the sponsorship of the 
Carnegie Corporation, an intensive 
Study will be made during the next 
42 months of existing methods in: 
teacher training and selection and 
of ways and means of improving 
these methods to the betterment 
alike of the teaching profession, the 
schools and the pupils. The inves- 
tigation will be conducted by the 
National Committee for Mental Hy- 
giene and will de under the direc- 
tion of Harold L. Holbrook, a na- 
tionally known educator. 

It is explained by Mr. Holbrook 
that the project, the first of its kind 
to be undertaken on a national 
scale, “grows out of the belief ex- 
pressed by many psychologists and 
educators that the regimentation in 
schools and the emphasis on sub- 
ject matter in current teaching 
practice have in too many instances 
been developed to such a point that 
they are harmful to the children, 
and that certain reforms in the 
present system may well contribute 
to the prevention of mental dis- 
abilities, conduct and personality 
disorders and other forms of indi- 
vidual and social maladjustment.” 

In order to ascertain how present 
teaching methods can be amended 


to better develop the personality | ¢ 


pattern of pupils a study will be 
made of teachers deemed to have a 
gaod influence, from the standpoint 
of mental hygiene, as well as those 
having a detrimental effect upon 
their pupils; training institutions 
and methods will be checked: what 
part the personality of a teacher 
plays in her selection; and an at- 
tempt made to set up in a number 
of strategic centers experimental 
demonstrations in teacher sélection 
and teacher training to test out the 
merits of various techniques and 
procedures. 

The accomplishment of the re- 
forms contemplated would have a 
far-reaching. effect upon the boys 
and girls of today who will be the 
men and women of tomorrow. The 
personal influence of a teacher upon 
her charges in many instances over- 
balances the influence of parents 
upon their children. The develop- 
ment of the immature charactérs, as 
well as the education, of the school 
childrén of América is théréfore de- 
pendent to a large degree upon the 
personality of their teachers. 

Educational circles will undoubt- 
edly watch the progress of this ex- 
periment with much interest, and 
the same thing should be trué of 
the parents of America.

Rumors that the German govern- 
ment intends to stage a putsch in the 
Saar have been current in Europe for 
e better part of a year. Berlin is 
afraid that the inhabitants will vote 
in favor of the status quo, that is 
to say, that they prefer to remain un- 
der an administration by the 


of Nations rather than being placed 


under Hitlerite rule, although the 
majority of the inhabitants are Ger- 
mans and Prussians at that. 


Personally, I do not think there will 
be a majority for the status quo. 1 
think about 60 per cent will vote for 
a reunion with Germany. 
have been padding the electoral lists 
to such an extent that in one week's 
time no less than 150,000 false en- 
tries were discovered. And then all 
sorts of pressure is being brought 
to bear upon the inhabitants. Of 
course, apologists of the nazi regime 
will deny this. But France has taken 
the reports of her intelligence bureau 
to this effect so seriously that France 
is ‘strengthening the garrisons in the 
neighborhood of the Saar. 


These regiments will march in im- 
mediately if there are irregularities 
either in connection with the voting or 
before that. You can easily imagine 
that the government of France does 
not envisage any such grave step, if 
there was not definite’ information 
available as to the intentions of the 
Hitlerites. But no sooner had the 
announcement been made that France 
intended to see that there would be 
no interference with the free elections 
on. January 13, or the German press 
burst loose in a chorus of protest 
and denunciation. The _ militaristic 
French. The French trouble-maker. 
The disturbers of the peace of Europe, 
éte., etc. These are but minor epithets 
thrown by people who are diréctly re- 
sponsible for the putsch in Vienna 
and the death of Dolfuss, and for all 
the tension in the lands bordering on 
the reich.

The minimum level for safety, 
Swanson said, is 85 per cent of ful 
manpower for thé larger fighting ves- 
sels, This, he explained, will give the 
lowest number of trained men with 
which ships can go into battle with a 
reasonable chance for success. 

To reach the 85 per cent in the 
next fiscal year, the navy has cal- 
culated its needs at an average of 
87,500 enlisted men. For the cur- 
rent fiscal year the average is arou 
81,500. Swanson said at least 7,00 
officers would be required for a 
treaty navy. There are about 5,000 
in the service now.

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Is Poured Without Apparent Flaw 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE, 
Associated Press Science Editor. 
CORNING, N. I., Dec. 2. . 

The second 200. inch mirror for the 
world’s greatest telescope, the astro- 
nomical eye that will see one million 


times better than a human eye, was 
poured without a single apparent flaw 
at the Corning Glass Wo today. 

time was record-breaking, six 
hours and 53 minutes, for 20 tons o 
molten glass, ladled out in 104 huge 
gobs that fairly scorched the faces of 
spectators and scientists who encir- 
cled the great pouring room. The time 
was nearly twice the speed of pouring 
the first “eye” here last March. 

Officially for the first time it was 
announced today that the last March 
mirror is a success. This means that 
if today’s mirror comes out of the 
annealer 10 months hence in as good 
shape as now expected, astronomers 
will have two of these giant mirrors, 
instead of the one originally planned. 

They have the money to build only 
one telescope. The equipment to com- 

lete a second would cost something 
ess than the price of one battleship. 

Suggestive of a battleship in action 
was the scene of today’s pouring. 
There were two huge, turret-like struc- 
tures. One the melting tank, contain- 
ing 65 tons of molten borosilicate 
pyrex glass. Along side it a small tur- 
ret, domes at the top, containing the 
mold for the big eye. Both turrets 
blazed with heat and gas flamed from 
scores of fiery openings. In front of 
the melting tank the.floor was stream- 
ing with water, clouds of steam rose 
at times to obscure the figures of the 
glass makers. 

The roar of gas flames drowned con- 
vérsation. At 7:17 a. m. the first “big 
shot“ was fired. A door of the melt- 
ing turret opened and two expert 
ladiers thrust into the furnace a long 
handled iron iadle, its dipper twice 
the size of a wash-tub, its handle like 
a long cannon. Its weight hung from 
an overhead trolley. Sie 

The ladlers were experts in dipping 
the half ton of iron into the molten 
glass so as to avoid making air bub- 
les. As they finished the dip, five 
members of the “pot and clay“ crew 
jumped toward the furnace and grasp- 
ed the ladle handle. 

“Molasses” Glass. 

They went through a tug of war, 
using all their strength to pull the 
molasses-like, viscous, 2,800-degree 
molten glass in the ladle free from 
its flaming lake. 

This “pot and clay” crew are infra- 
red tanned, a rare form of tan, in- 
visible to the eye. It is a toughening 
of the skin coming from thonths of 
exposure to molten glass, which is 
especially rich in infra-red rays. 

As the ladle with 700 pounds of 
glass came from the furnace a fig- 
ure of the Middle Ages sprang for- 
ward almost into the flames sweep- 
ing out of the still open door. 

Strange Armor. 

He was Charles Wilson, head 
ladler. Face, head and shoulders were 
screened with a metal and glass shield 
invented by 17th century glass 
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makers. Asbestos protected his hands |

Wilson used to carry this shield 
gripped in his teeth. But since last 

rch he lost his teeth and today he 
wore the shield by fastening it to a 
baseball mask.

With Wilson steering, the crew 
dog-trotted the big ladle across the 
steaming platform to the turret cov- 
ering the mirror mold. There two 
more unusual experts took over. They 
were men who knew how to dum 
the glass. They, under Wilson’s di- 
rection, emptied just the right quan- 
tity from the great iron dipper. 

Some Too Hard. 

Some of the glass gets too hard in 
the few seconds passage.

Not 
one of the “ribs” such as broke loose 
and floated to the top to mar the 
March mirror, had left its anchorage. 

McCauley walked across the drip- 
ping platform and shook hands with 
Head Ladler Wilson. That was the 
signal to scientists and spectators 
that the pouring was ended, and seem- 
ingly a success. 

In six years or so hence, this mir- 
ror, or its “spare” the March eye, 
will be ready to increase’ man’s vision 
into space from the present 300,000. 
000 light years distance to nearly one 
billion years. The 200-inch telescope, 
that is, will see light which started 
on its journey toward the earth 900,- 
000,000 years ago. 


It will show distant objects as 
they looked in that far off time, which 
atedated the appearance of life on 
earth.

a suctess, and that it can be used 
as a spare or otherwise, was af- 
firmed by Dr. Arthur L. Day, direc- 
tor of the geophysical laboratory of 
the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
ton. Dr. Day is the representative 
of Dr. George Ellery Hale, head of the 
committee of scientists building the 
telescope, 

When the first mirror was marred 
by floating ribs, and there was un- 
certainty of the outcome, decision was 
made to take no chances but order a 
second mirror. 

Taking No Chances. 

It was what astronomers describe 
as a decision “not to travel a road 
more than once,” the purpose being 
to make absolutely sure of this, the 
most hazardous and difficult part of 
the telescope. 

What will be done with the “spare” 
mirror will depend on future condi- 
tions. It is astronomical history how- 
ever that difficulties of getting tele- 
scopes in the past has been surmount- 
ed by an astute astronomer who first 
secured the all-important mirror or 
lens, and then gradually built up 
around that a telescope, an observatory 
and the nécessary astrophysical labor- 
atory.

Some Indian tribes keep their old 
methods. The tom-tom beats in some 
countries of the orient, having been 
held over from the ancient past; and 
a kind of wooden drum usually ealled 
a tom tents, 3 3 leading musical in- 
trument o en. 
: The African tom-tom is a piece of 


log, partly hollowed inside, which has 
an open slit in the wood at one end. 
It may be only six inches thiék and 
two feet long; but there are big, pow- 
erful African tom-toms as well. Some 
are ten feet long and three feet thick. 


The natives send messages by beat- 
ing these log-like drums. They have 
invented a signal system—a kind of 
“wireless telegraph.” 

African tribes also use drums more 


There are clay and wooden bowls, 
with skin stretched over the open 
part, as well as hollowed sections of 
log with skin at the end. Some of the 
drums are rounded at the bottom, and 
look a great deal like the kettle drums 
in our orchestras, 

Our modern drums may not resem- 
ble pieces of tree trunk, but théir 
history goes back to hollow-log drums. 
They are closed with skin or parch- 
ment, The bass drum makes a big 
boom. but we ask for more music 
than it can provide. The snare drum 
makes a rackety noise. Though it is 
now used in many orchestras, its chief 
place has been in the army, for sol- 
diers marching in step, The kettle- 
drum fits in better with orchestra 


harmony than any other member of

The nice thing about this is that 
a dry skin can use it (though the 
manufacturer doesn’t tell you that), 
and it is also excellent for an oily 
skin. It leaves a dull finish on the 
face. It is recommended for oily 
skin, but for a woman who has a 
dry skin and wants a slight stimu- 
lant, I recommend this very highly. 
When used on a dry skin, of course, 
the face must be thoroughly cold- 
creamed first. Then use this liquid 
and ‘after that use a very light touch 
of foundation cream. You won't find 
me letting up on this argument for 
foundation creams. I’ve seen such
